Not A Battleground

pooh 
It is an inevitable facility 
that will come to us through the 
obvious fact that it is the most 
wanted by the most people. 
The 
J aycee survey proved that. 
The fact is there was nothing 
new about the survey. Others had 
been made in previous years and 
the same conclusion had been reach­ 
ed. 
It ever is so in the average 
town that lacks one. 
All this and much more is known 
because there have been those whc 
have fought for expanded recreation 
facilities in Warren. 
They have 
been bucking the tide for a couple 
decades. 
They have made many 
studies, talked to authorities on 
such things as swimming pools, 
ice rinks, tennis courts, and the 
many other facilities most towns 
like to have. 
The people we have known through 
these years who have worked the 
hardest have been selfless. They 
have done what they have done 
only because they have believed in 
a better community. 
There has 
been no thought of credit. 
The 
important thing is to develop a pub­ 
lic awareness of the needs and the 
ways they can be obtained. 
Any 
cooperative effort that will accom­ 
plish these things always is wel­ 
come.

It therefore was with some con­ 
cern that we read an editorial and 
a news article which appeared in 
the Warren Times M irror last week. 
Both contained misinformation. Bom 
would serve only to create bad 
feeling instead of the needed co­ 
ordination that a community must 
have to move forward. 
The news article said that a 
group which met in the YWCA last 
Wednesday night “ voted themselves 
a whip and steering committee for 
the Borough Recreation Board which 
has had the public swimming pool 
.nder 
idle 
consideration 
since 
1952.“ 
The editorial in the same issue 
suggested that the Zonta Club chair­ 
man had been shunted aside and 
s a i d t h a t various g r o u p s had 
stumbled around with the idea since 
1944.

WHERE YOU BEEN? 
That “ idle consideration” phrase 
is an interesting one. 
Where was 
the Times M irror when a large 
meeting was held in 1942 with all 
groups invited to take part. War­ 
ren’s recreation needs were dis­ 
cussed and a recreation committee, 
was formed in hopes of getting a bit 
of action started. 
Where was the Times M irror when 
its publisher was asked to spearhead 
efforts to do something about the lack 
of swimming pools, ice rinks, and 
other facilities? 
To get the subject before the public 
it was necessary to go all the way 
to Jamestown, buy a half hour of 
time on the air, and run 
weeks of forums on Warren’s lack 
of facilities. The local news medium 
was of no help. 
Who was it that went before council 
many times and fought for help along 
these lines? It was not the Times 
Mirror. 
Who was it that brought in the 
National Recreation Association, a 
group financed by wealthy citizens of 
this nation who recognize the needs 
in many communities? They have 
financed an organization which has 
the knowledge of experts and the ex­ 
periences of many other communi­ 
ties to offer. With this kind of help 
available there is no reason to learn 
the hard way.

FACTS, PLEASE 
As a member of that 1942 recrea­ 
tion committee this editor is very 


happy to see the organizations of this 
community joining together in a 
community project. 
This was the 
original goal of the committee. 
The committee several times has 
approached influential men of War­ 
ren in hopes that they would head up 
cooperative efforts along this line. 
Always these citizens have refused. 
We are happy, therefore, to see 
twenty-eight organizations so will­ 
ing to take an active part in a need 
about which we have been writing, 
talking, broadcasting, debating, and 
pleading for too many years. 
We 
are certain no recreation board, 
commission, 
or committee will 
shunt aside the very thing for which 
they have been begging. 


* 
The Recreation Board has not, 
however, had the swimming pool 
under consideration since 1952, as 
stated in a front page story of the 
daily. The fact is, if the reporter 
who prepared the story knew his 
subject at all he would be aware 
that the board did not exist in 1952. 
It was created one year ago, Sep­ 
tember 12, 1955. 
The board in that time has had 
swimming pool authorities in War­ 
ren to meet with members of the 
Jaycees and public officials. 
It 
was learned, and reported here, 
that outdoor swimming pools in this 
climate enjoy only sixty-five days 
of use in the average year. 
For 
very little more money a combina­ 
tion outdoor and indoor pool could be 
built to serve us every day of the 
year. 
The Board has not waiced for the 
school board to decide where it was 
going to build because of the site 
problem. 
It has been waiting to 
learn if it would be possible to 
make a drive for funds and include 
the pool as a part of the school, 
thus providing Warren with a much 
more practical facility. 
The National Recreation Associa­ 
tion was paid to make a survey of 
Warren and to come up with a long 
range plan for its recreational 
areas. 
Any successful business 
man will tell you that this was wise 
economy and is afar better approach 
than to have individual efforts rise 
up with sudden fires of enthusiasm 
and build a hodge-podge of imprac­ 
tical facilities that do not tie together 
in a common and well thought-out 
plan. 
We wonder if the daily paper 
editorial staff, whose job it is to 
inform the public, has ever studied 
this plan. 
Much sound thinking has gone into 
this subject. Much groundwork has 
been laid. 
We think it unwise for 
any group to start from scratch in 
view of what has been done and what 
has been learned. Certainly we all 
agree that it would be wiser to pool 
our knowledge, learn the facts, and 
obtain top quality. 
* 
NO PLACE FOR PRIDE 
And we think it very unfair and 
very damaging for the daily paper 
to stir up a battle of personalities 
over a subject that should be kept 
clear of credit lines. 
All of us 
should want the best there is for 
Warren. 
And all of us should be 
working hand in hand for that best. 
* 
PURPOSE FULFILLED 
And finally, we wish to remind 
you that what is happening now is 
one of the reasons the recreation 
board was created and what the 
Jaycees have been urging . . . a 
cooperative effort on the part of all 
local organizations. Here is Part 4

FISH COMMISSION ASKS 
FOR MORE MONEY 
The Pennsylvania Fish Commis­ 
sion is presenting a well rounded 
and comprehensive offensive to sup­ 
port its arguments for a $5 fishing 
license. Newspapers have received 
releases that discuss the outlook 
with the present income, the out­ 
look with a dollar increase, and 
the outlook with a $5 license. 
It also has gone into what $5 
means today, such as its worth at 
a ball game, three rounds of golf, 
two boxes of shells in hunting, and 
many other comparisons. 
It uses three pages to list the 
commission’s goals. 
It discusses 
personnel, 
commission 
reserve, 
salaries, and many other angles. 
A good case is presented, such as 
its statement that reality must be 
faced. 
If not and a small increase 
is asked, the commission will be 
back in a few years asking for more 
and sportsmen will want to know 
why it didn’t ask for enough in the 
first place. 
* • * 
Close to 7CX),OOO people fish in 
Pennsylvania, and the number is 
growing as people work shorter 
hours and look to the outdoors for 
pleasure. 
They also are buying 
property along streams, and many 
are building homes there. Or at 
least they are building homes to 
serve them a major share cf the 
year. 
This works in reverse as far as 
the average fisherman is concern­ 
ed. 
Accessibility to streams and 
lakes is becoming more difficult 
and the actual fishing area is shrink­ 
ing to less per fisherman. 
America is becoming less of a 
wilderness every day and if the 
outdoor pleasures that involve guns 
and rods are to be continued, public 
lands and waters must be preserved 
and created. 
And in hand with that 
is the need for rights of way to 
public waters. 


We may not be in as tight a 
shape as Europe and we don’t want 
to get that way. In many European 
nations such pleasures as fishing 
and hunting are very much con­ 
fined to the wealthy class. 
The 
poor are given little opportunity 
for such fun. 
It is natural for the individual 
to want privacy. 
If you were to 
buy a small farm through which a 
stream flowed, and if you built a 
fine home on the land, with re­ 
creational facilities, it would be 
natural for you to be protective. 
You and your family probably would 
not want fishermen camped in your 
front yard, or tying boats to your 
private dock. 
Because of this the state must 
provide waterside plots, and must 
create lakes that are for public 
fishing and boating. 
Those who 
wish to build camps nearby would 
be forced to accept them as public 
waters and build back from the 
banks. 
• • • 
The Commission also advocates a 
trout stamp. Trout are more diffi­ 
cult to stock and to rear in their 
natural state. The warm water fish 
multiply nicely in the larger streams 
and lakes, but trout must be stocked 
regularly. 
It is thought that those 
who enjoy a special branch of public 
service should pay the extra cost of 
providing it. 
Some states already 
are doing this, Michigan, Indiana, 
New Jersey, Delaware, and Tennes­ 
see. 
The same goes for boating. 
It 
has been suggested to the Com­ 
mission that there should be both 
a motor license and a boat license. 
And it also has been proposed that 
boat operators pass examinations 
the same as car drivers, and that 
uniformed officers patrol our waters 
to guard against careless, reckless 
boaters. 
Such licenses would pay 
these special costs.

If we understand the Commis­ 
sion’s proposal, the $5 fee would 
be used to finance a ten-year plan. 
At the end of that time the needed 
changes would have been made, land 
and waters obtained, and a fair 
appraisal could be made of future 
needs. 
Of course the basic needs for 
more money are the usual ones, 
such as the price of labor, a war­ 
den costing $1361 ten years ago now 
receives over $4,000, 
Hatchery 
salaries and wages alone cost the 
Commission less than $300,000 ten 
years ago. 
Now they cost almost 
$700,000. 
Real estate, trucks, typewriters, 
food, and anything you want to name 
has increased greatly, most of the 
items as much as IOO per cent or 
more. 
Salaries are up 143 per 
cent, food for hatchery fish is up 
at least 170 per cent, real estate 
has increased 70 per cent, and 
construction costs are up 116 per 
cent. 
Meanwhile, licenses have gone 
up 67 per cent. 
Obviously you can take these fig­ 
ures and present a good case for an 
increase of no more than a dollar to 
meet the percentages. 
In 1946 the 
license cost $1.50. 
It now costs 
$2.50. 
A $1.00 jump would make 
the increase a total of 134 per 
cent since 1946. 
But the Commission is looking to 
the future and even more costs. 
It is not satisfied just to meet the 
cost of current facilities and the 


current program. 
It wants to add more facilities, 
expand the program and prepare 
for the day when fishing will be 
more popular but facilities will be 
less prolific because of natural en­ 
croachments of a growing nation. 
To have what the fishermen want 


in the future the Commission says, 
pay $5 for a license, buy a special 
stamp for trout fishing, and pay 
for licenses on all kinds of boats. 
You, the fishermen, as individuals 
and 
through your organizations, 
should decide if the proposals are 
what you want.

It was in 1906 that Mr. E. L. 
“ Ernie” Stein came to Warren from 
Clayton, N. Y., and purchased a 
ladies’ shop with general merchan­ 
dise from J. M. Shearer at 209 
Liberty st. 
Last evening, under 
the management of a son, Raymond, 
Stein’s women’s apparel shop ob­ 
served open house on the occasion 
of its 50th anniversary. 
Looking back to 1006 again, Mr. 
Stein turned to quality merchandise 
and remodeled his store several 
times until 1930. 
At that time he 
purchased his present store at 344 
Pennsylvania ave., 
W., 
and re­ 
modeled it completely. 
In 1933, after graduation from 
the Pennsylvania State University, 
Raymond Stein joined his father in 
the store and remained there as 
store manager and later as a part­ 
ner. 
In the late 40’s the store was 
completely remodeled into its pres­ 
ent carpeted, airconditioned, blond 
oak paneled, modern ladies’ shop.

through without touching anything. 
Sinatra, who admitted he was see­ 
ing the place for the first time, 
showed us through a kitchen which 
not only looked as if nothing ever 
had been cooked in it, but as if 
nothing ever would be.

Welch's home, on the other hand, 
is a large rambling structure that 
has obviously been lived in for 
many, many years. Welch, whose 
wife is ill, showed us through the 
place, pointing out the accretions 
that time had made on it — his 
son’s collection of ship models that 
hung everywhere, his own collection 
of barom eters and weather gadgets. 
Time does things to a house that 
decorators can't do. 
It does things to people, too. 
Sinatra, for instance, who was a 
vast success when he was quite 
young and became a "P eck’s bad 
boy” for a while, has been great­ 
ly mellowed by success and an 
Oscar. He was very charming, in­ 
formal and at ease. It was only the 
house that seemed ill at ease. On 
the other hand, Welch, the old New 
England charm boy from the Arm y- 
McCarthy hearing, is developing 
into a bit of a ham. 
* * * 


One thing about Welch that doesn’t 
change is his courtly New England 
English which in itself is a reflec­ 
tion of the man himself. "A fter 
thirty-two years (at the Bar), I 
have found that most people are 
honest and decent. If you are sus­ 
picious and distrustful, they think 
you want to be paid off in fraud 
and deceit and they'll pay you off 
in that coinage.” 
Another endearing quality about 
the Boston lawyer is his unabashed 
delight in his new fame, which has 
opened up a whole new life — 
new faces, new adventures” — 
for him at a time of life when most 
men have nothing much new to look 
forward to. "It is just incredible 
that I should have more and more 
fun. If I had any more fun, I’d feel 
I’d cheated fate itself.” 
It was a charming inaugural, one 
of the better examples of a show 
that can sometimes be quite dull. 
"Person to Person” is peephole 
journalism of a very dignified sort. 
While I applaud the dignity, I som e­ 
times feel that Mr. Murrow and his 
associates ought to peep a little 
further — not necessarily into their 
subjects’ private lives, but possibly 
into their private thoughts. What 
revelations are made on this show 
are mostly unwitting and, while 
these are fun, an occasional tough 
question wouldn’t be altogether out 
of order.

"Wide Wide World” also opened 
a new season, scampering around 
the country as usual, from New 
York to Chicago to Denver to San 
Francisco. In addition, this time 
"Wide Wide World” attempted to 
justify its name by trying to bring 
in a picture from E n g l a n d .

We have been told that the Jaycees 
concert series is heading for a 
financial loss due to a poor sale of 
advance tickets last spring. 
With 
so many people in past years lament­ 
ing that no one does anything about 
bringing good music to W arren, this 
seems a bit inconsistent. 
There are two major reasons for 
this kind of reaction. 
One is tv 
which has hurt every form of public 
attraction. People have developed a 
love for the living room and the 
tops in entertainment that may be 
found there these days. 
The other reason is the many 
interests which people have today. 
With more leisure time on their 
hands they are developing a wider 
range of hobbies and activities. 
The result often is a crowded sched­ 
ule with some families hesitating to 
buy tickets for dates which are so 
far in advance that they do not 
know whether or not they will con­ 
flict with preferred pleasure. 
However, we believe that much of 
this conflict will disappear as our 
mixed up lives level off. Television 
already is driving people back to 
some of the activities they at least 
partially gave up. Watching bowling 
on tv has made them want to bowl. 
Enjoying 
many 
top 
entertainers 
creates a desire to see these people 
in person. 
We believe the swing 
back will occur if we can find those 
who will underwrite the potential 
losses. 
We have confidence that Warren 
will support major attractions if 
confliction is avoided and if last 
minute sales are allowed. 
There 
is enough taste for quality in War­ 
ren to provide audiences for oc­ 
casional visits. 
All of us can encourage the Jay­ 
cees if we support late efforts that 
may be made to sell additional series 
tickets.

imposed penalties on UCLA foot­ 
ball players for allegedly taking 
financial assistance under the table. 
The ACLU says the Conference 
resolution lumped its punishment 
for both the innocent and guilty, 
assigning guilt by association and 
forcing members of the squad to 
prove their innocence. 
The usual 
procedure under our constitution 
is make it necessary for the ac­ 
cuser to prove the guilt. 
When the Conference ruled that 
UCLA squad members would lose 
a year’s eligibility unless they could 
prove they had not received more 
than the $75 a month allowed by 
PCC rules for campus jobs, it 
was violating basic American stand­ 
ards. 
It was up to the Conference 
to prove the guilt. 
Not the entire 
squad to prove its innocence.

WHERE’S THE LINE? 
Recently we read a critic’s opinion 
on the handling of sex by the movies. 
He claimed the movie people were 
too nice about it. That too much was 
left for the imagination, and by not 
really picturing the potential re ­ 
lationship between involved char­ 
acters, later in the play it was 
much easier to make the hero or 
heroine appear to be so pure and 
white, thanks to those in the audience 
who so chose to conclude. 
This week we picked up a book 
club edition which has been gather­ 
ing dust on our shelves. We opened 
to a middle page and were struck 
in the face by one of the most 
sensual and elaborated descriptions 
of sex we ever have seen, heard, 
or read. 
We skanned the book and 
found at least three of these. 
If some portion of such descrip­ 
tion is important to the theme of 
the story, possibly rounding out the 
character development of a prin­ 
cipal, it might be defended on such 
grounds. But much of this was there 
for no other reason than to stir the 
reader and to sell a book. 
One 
character whose actions were so 
vividly amplified disappeared and 
had no other part in the story. 
We are certain that this book 
in the hands of an emotionally im­ 
mature or disturbed young boy or 
girl would have a bad effect. 
We 
see nothing constructive in it and 
believe it is deserving of the same 
censure as is aimed at comic books. 
Good books are a strong answer 
to comics. 
Good books provide a 
firm base on which to build a child’s 
future. This kind of trash, promoted 
and sold by a leading book club does 
little but twist and distort. 
The name of the book? Would it 
not be a little inconsistent to say a 
book never should be read and at the 
same time lend it publicity?
